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THE  "THIRD  MM" 


One  of  the  most  evident  characteristios  today  in  any 
discussion  of  public  affairs  is  the  over-all  restraint 
and  cautiousness  exercised  by  the  participants.  The  cli- 
mate of  current  public  discussion  is  far  from  healthy, 
and  frequently  the  silences  are  the  most  significant 
moments  of  a  discussion*  That  is,  what  is  left  unsaid 
is  what  one  actually  believes,  while  what  is  said  is  de- 
signed simply  to  keep  one  as  anonymous  as  possible*  It 
is  as  if  in  any  discussion  between  two  persons  on  mat- 
ters of  public  policy  there  is  a  third  presence  who  does 
not  participate  except  indirectly  and  as  an  agent  of  re- 
straint, mistrust  and  fear* 

In  programing  public  affairs  discussions  at  KPFA  an 
attempt  is  made  to  provide  a  situation  in  which  open  dis- 
cussion is,  at  least,  possible*   Beyond  this,  however,  it 
is  necessary  to  examine  why,  in  the  most  amiable  of  cir- 
cumstances, forthrightness  and  candor  in  public  discussion 
has,  to  an,- alarming  degree,  disappeared.   If  it  is  due  to 
this  "third  man"  mentioned  above,  we  intend  to  have  a  good 
look  at  him;  to  find  out  who  he  is  and  for  whom  he  works*
